In Figs, 2, numerical labels are needed for conveying adequate information to allow 
understanding of what is depicted without direct reference to the disclosure.

In Figs. 7a-c, the numerical labels do not convey adequate information to allow 
understanding of what is depicted without direct reference to the disclosure. Illegible information 
seems to be part of the black boxes.

The disclosure is objected to as non-compliant with 37 CFR 1.74 because description of 
Fig. 1 numeral 49, as depicted, is missing.
